Deaing, N. M.. May 7.—Shortly 


after leaving El Paso the train crossed 
the lice into New Mexico and ran 
through the grazing section of the ter- 
ritory. It was a hot, dusty ride. The 
nrst stop in the territory was made at 
Bemlng, where the president was -wel- 
comed by Governor Otero and his 
staff. There was a big crowd and a 
band at the station, and the president 
was given a warm greeting. The ad- 
dress of welcome at Denting was 
largely devoted to New Mexico's claim 
for Ktatehood. A broad banuer above 
the train read: "New Hc:;eo demands 
statehood." 


During the delivery of the principal 


speech of the day President McKinley 
said: "There never was such unity in 
the United States as there is at this 
hour. There never was .so much for a 
nation of 75.000,000 to be proud of as 
at this hour. We have sent our army 
and our nayy to distant seas and they 
have only added glory to our flag. But 
it is not in the art of war that we 
taKe our greatest pride. Our pride is 
in the arts of peace, in material and 
intellectual 
development, 
in 
the 


growth of our country, in the advance- 
ment of our people in civilization, in 
the arts, in the sciences and in man- 
ufactures. We want to settle our dif- 
ferences, it we ever have any with any 
at the po.\vcrs ot-the. world, by arUltta- 
tion. We want to exhaust every 
peaceable means for settlement before 
we go to war. And. while we have au- 
thority to raise 100,000 troops, the ne- 
cessity does not exist for that num- 
ber, and we do not propose to raiso 
but 75,000. So do uot. be alarmed about 
militarism or imperialism. We know 
no imperialism in the United States 
cicept the imperialism of a sovereign 
people."

Jrom an authoritative source that be- 
fore Secretary Hay left here for th« 
west he had several conferences ivith 
Lord Pauncefote relative to the basis 
for another isthmian canal treaty, and 
that an unofficial written memoran- 
dum also was submitted to Lord Pauu- 
cefote on the subject. The ambassa- 
dor has made known the general re- 
salts of these conversations and of the 
memorandum to the authorities in 
London.

bric-a-brac is a business peculiarly 
adapted to women of artistic taste, us 
it requires infinite patience and deft- 
ness and repays skillful endeavor. 


"It Is really Interesting," she said to 


a Tribune reporter, "much more so 
than one would Imagine. There are 
many points to be thought of on which 
success depends. For instance, some 
breaks begin on the surface, and tbe 
fragments must be mrftched from be- 
low. Others break 
from 
the under 


side, and the pieces most be joined 
from the top. Then tbe tiniest atoms 
must be nsed.

JIarltea VnrlstlouM In tlie PlHncf* 


I.Xfifbt Pn**I« A*trono«tcr«. 


Eros, tbe llltle planet tbat baa been 


s-atched so closely by astronomers late- 
ly OQ acconnt o( its nearness to the 
parth, has recently taken aa additional 
Interest, says a Boston dispatch, to tie 
New York Times. Dntil within; a short 
time Eros has been oliservedv simply 
on account of Its position, by means of 
wnicb It Is hoped to determine more 
closely the distance between tbc earth 
and tbe sun. This spring the planet 
has sltown marked changes It* tight and 
is the first of the asteroids in wl)Sch 
Tarlatlon of light has beea Srrnly es- 
tablished.
